Alleges Harding Lacks Principle. 

A carbon copy of an unsigned let- 
een 7 wap shay files, addressed 
Oo Mr, Taft, under th - 
ee 13, said: a 

“Personally, I find myself -mu 
inclined to act with the Cox loraed 
and am under the impression that 
a £00d many of those. who, like 
myself, have hitherto been republi- 
cans, are.likely to take the same 
course.

More of the organization’s finan- 
cial condition is. indicated in a tel- 
egram from Herbert S. Houston to 
Edward A. Filene, sent on February 
21, 1919, when Mr. Filene was at- 
tending the meeting of the moun- 
tain congress for the league of na 
tions at Salt Lake City, Utah.

“You will be pleased to know that

‘In a jetter to Mr. Taft, under date 
of December 10, 1919, Mr. Short asks 
the former president to indorse the 
workyof the “foreign press. service, 
which he describes as an, organiza- 
tion of formev assistants of George 
Creel, in the bureau of public infor- 
mation during the war, “as an ad- 
ditional guaranty of its purpose and 
character” The letter says, “I can 
say that Mr. Martin Egan, of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., after a thorough- 
going inquiry, is-advising Mr. Thom- 
as Lamont to lend his name and in- 
fluence to it.” 

‘The letter states that the foreign 

ress service spent $15,532.74 from 
Pebruary ji to December, 1919, the 
maney béing provided for the “most 
part by charitably disposed people 
who are interested in seeing the 
work go on. It is purposed now to 
raise-.a-fund of $150,009 to finance 
the service during the“second year 
of its work.” 

'-Reoet to Marburg. 


A letter from Elihu Root-to Theo- 
dore Marburg, and the note to which 
it was a reply are also a part of the 
report. Mr. Marburg wrote to Mr. 
Root on January 5, 1920, saying: 

“I know you feel keenly the dam- 
age done our interests and to the 
interests of our sister nations by 
our delay to ratify the Versailles 
treaty. .., The object of this let- 
ter is not to rail against the sena- 
tor nor to lament what.is past, but 
to express the hope ‘which is shared 
by others’ that you will do every- 
thing in your power to help end this 
unhappy situation.” 

To this Mr. Root replied on Jan- 
uary 6, 1920. 

“T do regret very much the de- 
lay in ratifying the Versailles 
treaty, but it is quite plain to* me 
that the treaty never will be rati- 
fied unless the president is willing 
to permit the democratic senators 
to vote for.the reservations regard- 
ing Article 10, nor do I think it 
ought to be ratified without an ef- 
fective reservation regarding that 
article. 

“The point at which pressure will 
have to be applied, if it is to be ef- 
fective and bring about a ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, is at the white 
house. Regarding that I feel quite 
helpless.” 

Today’s session of the senate 
committee was largely devoted to 
examination of Edward F. Goltra, 
democratic national committeeman 
from Missouri, in connection with 
rumors that he had paid -the ex- 
penses of delegates to the demo- 
cratic state convention at Joplin, 
Mo., and the national convention at 
San Francisco.

A large part of Mr. Goltra’s ex- 
amination was devoted to his ac- 
tivity as attorney for the Hostet- 
ter *Bitters Company of Pittsburg, 
in having the government remit 
ta~ ond penalties of $162,000 as- 
sessed for filing false tax returns. 
Mrs. Hostetter is Goltra’s sister. 

The witness Genied that his suc- 
cess in having 
last spring was in any way con- 
nected with the fact that he was 
working in the interest of Attorney 
General Palmer for president and 
denied he had ever discussed the 
Hostetter *case with Mr. Palmer. 

Senator Kenyon, chairman of the 
committée, also questioned Mr. Gol- 
tra about moving picture film in 
which William Jernings Bryan w23s 
to star, and to finance which he 
had sought aid of the head of the 
Hostetter Bitters company. The 
witness said Mr. Bryan had ap- 
prached him with a request that he 
help finance the moving picture 
which was to visualize Mr. Bryan’s 
temperance views and he had 
agreed, He went to Mr. Hostetter, 
he said, to borrow the money, ar- 
ranzing to pledge bonds for secur- 
ity.

Dr. Ellis. Takes Fling at 
Alleged Sofial Evils, 
Failure of Prohibition to 
Prohibit and Gambling. 


Macon, “Ga., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Open gambling, the spread 
of the social evil, the open sale of 
whisky and the speeding by auto- 
mobile. drivers, all came in for dis- 
cussion by Dr. T. D. Ellis, pastor of 
Mulberry Street Methodist church, 
in his sermon last night, during 
which he bitterly denounced Chief 
of Police Martin Thompson, mem- 
bers of the police department and 
other public officials, who, he said, 
were responsible for existing condi- 


tions. 

Dr. Ellis told his congregation 
that he saw a number of large bets 
made.on the world's series baseball 
games while the detailed play of the 
games was being called in front of 
the office of a local newspaper, the 
money being pessed within six feet 
of several policemen, who, Dr. El- 
lis said, made no effort to inter- 
fere. 

An instance of a Macon man who, 
Dr. Ellis alleged, was told by the 
chief of police to “stop the sale of 
whisky yourself if you want it 
stopped,” was recited. Dr. Ellis said 
the man told him he had gone to the 
chief to get him to put a stop toa 
certain place dispensing whisky, 
whereupon the police chief is al- 
ae to have made the remark just 
noted. 


Does Not Prohibit. 


Dr. Ellis admitted that prohibition 
has failed to prohibit, and that in- 
stead of conditions wetting. better 
they are growing worse. e said 
he used to go for a week at a time 
and not see a drunken man on the 
streets, but that now you can see 
them every day and smell whisky 
on the breath of many others met 
on the streets. He said it is time 
to go after some of the “higher 
ups.” ’ 

As to whether or not the abolish- 
ment of the civil, service commis- 
sion by the last legislature was a 
good thing, Dr. llis expressed 
doubt. He asked whether the city 
government has failed to function 
since the commission-was abolished. 
“Something is wrong,” he said, “and 
the trouble lies at the door of the 
police. We are in great danger in 
this city from immense gambling. 
the return of the social evil, the 
Sale of liquor in quantities and easi- 
ly accessible to anyone and our 
streets made race tracks until our 
lives are in danger.” 

Following Dr. Ellis’ talk to his 
congregation a number of the influ- 
ential members of the church. took 
issue with him, some saying his at- 
tack was not justified by the facts, 
while others added evils which Dr. 
Ellis had failed to touch on.

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TO RELIEVE CUBA 


Plan Agreed Upon at Con- 
*ference in Washington 
to Assist Planters in Cri- 
sis Caused by Drop in 
Sugar. 


Washington,’ October 18.—Ameri- 
can bankers agreed at a conference 
here today with officials of the gov- 
ernment and sugar companies to af- 
ford relfef from the present finan- 
cial stringency in Cuba. 

Under the agreement the bankers 
will purchase bonds issued by the 
Cuban government, which will use 
the money in financing tife sugar 
crop and in affording other relief. 

The terms of the agreemént will 
be communicated to the Cuban gov- 
ernment and it will be for that gov- 
ernment to decide whether the plan 
will be acceptable. Meantime, the 
state department will inform Cuba 
that the American government, as 
such, cannot offer any financial as- 
sistance. 

Undersecretary of State Davis, 
Foreign Trade Advisor Wesley Frost 
and representatives of ten Amer- 
ican banks and nine sugar concerns 
participated in the conference to- 
day. 

The conference was the second in 
connection with the Cuban situatian, 
a group of business men having con- 
ferred with state and treasury de- 
partment representatives lust Fri- 
day regarding the possibility. of 
American financial aid to Cuba. 
Other government officials par- 
ticipating in today’s conference were 
Assistant Secretary Sweet, of the 
department of commerce; Howard 
Figg, of the department of justice, 
and Vice Governor Platt, of the 
federal reserve board, | 
The state department, in announc- 
ing the conference, said it was ar- 
ranged “with a view to ascertain- 
ing what assistance might be given 
by this country towards a solution 
of the problem in Cuba so as to 
prevent any unfavorable effect in 
the United States.” 

The amount of money which will 
be necessary to relieve the situa- 
tion in Cuba has not been estimated, 
so far as could be learned at the 
state department. 

Vankers attending the conference 
today included representatives of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. the National 
City bank, the Guaranty Trust com- 
pany, the Chase National bank, the 
National Park bank, the Mercantile 
Bank of America and the Mechanics 


and Merals National Bank of New 
York City; the First National bank 
and the National Shawmut Bank of 
Boston and the First National Bank 
of Philadelphia.

I have read the advertisements of your Company, but I do not under- 
stand why-you must raise your rates now, when the prices of everything else 
aré falling. : 

Will you please explain this? 

Yours truly, 


Until these necessary costs of 
operation are materially reduced 
we cannot reduce the COSTS of 
furnishing telephone service. 


We have carefully studied and 
analyzed the advertised reduc- ; 
tion in prices, and find that they . f 
are upon articles of which wef 
make but little, if any, use. Ap- 
plied to the telephone business, 
all known reductions in prices 
would not reduce the cost of fur- 
nishing telephone service one- 
twentieth of one per cent. 

This is many times offset by 
the inerease in wages, which, in 
many places, we must make dur- 
ing the current year. 

Our present operating revenues 
are practically equaled by our op- 
erating expenses. If the present 
let-down in general business eone 
tinues for any appreciable time 
we will lose a material part of 
the gross revenue now received, 
which will make a still higher 
rate necessary if a deficit is 
avoided. 

We are not asking higher rates 
for the SAME SERVICE we furs- 
nished one, two or five years 
ago but for a much GREATER 
SERVICE which we now furnish, 
consisting of facilities to add 
many additional telephones to 
our system during the past one, 
two and five years. 

This fact should be considered 
when comparing the increase in 
rates we ask with the increase in 
the charges of railroad, express 
and other public utilities for the 
same quantity of service. 

We hope, as everyone does, 
that in the relatively near future 
prices and the costs of operation, 
except labor, will be lower, but 
we see no immediate prospects 
of this result as far as the Tele- 
phone Company is concerned. 

The increased rates we are 
now asking are based, in a meas- 
ure, upon this hope. If the pres- 
ent level of costs of operation go 
higher, through causes beyond 
our. control, the proposed rates 
will not yield a fair profit. 

It is important to remember 
that no rate for a public utility 
is permanent. If conditions and 
prices so change in the future as 
to make the rates we are now 
asking yield too high a return, 
and if the Telephone Company

We, of course, must pay what- 
ever price is necessary to secure 
the coal for this purpose. 


INSURANCE 


Even where the actual rate 
per one thousand dollars has not 
been increased, we are compelled 
to carry a larger amount of in- 
surance than in pre-war days in 
order to protect ourselves in the 
reproduction of any of the prop- 
erty which may be destroyed by 
fire, and this is reflected in a 
very large increase in the total 
insurance bill. 


TAXES 


This expense, both Federal, 
State, County and City, has in- 
creased every year we have been 
in business; the increase this 
year being unusually high. There 
is no probability of this expense 
being reduced. 

We do not pay any excess 
profit tax, because we have never 
exyned enough to be subject to 
that tax.

Your letter of October 12th 
asks a very natural question, and 
one which démands a full and

While the prices of a great 
many things have, apparently, 
been reduced, thege reductions. in 
prices dé mit apply to afticles’ 
used by the telephone company, 
or affect the expenditures neces- 
sary in the construction, main- 
tenance and operation of the 
telephone plant. 

The following classes of ex- 
penses constitute more than 95 
per cent of the cost of furnish- 
ing telephone service: 


LABOR 


More than 55 per cent of the 
total expenditures of the Com- 
pany in rendering service are for 
Wages and salaries; less than 
one-tenth of one per cent of this 
being for executive and general 
lsalaries. 

The wages paid to our em- 
ployees cannot, and should not, 
be reduced. On the contrary, 
they must be increased, in many 
cases, to bring our wage scale 
on a level with wages paid by 
unregulated businesses, so that 
we may retain our skilled em- 
ployees necessary to give you 
efficient service. 


MATERIAL AND APPARATUS 


Many items of material and 
apparatus are involved in the 
current maintenance of the prop- 
erty, entirely apart from the 
enormous quantities involved in 
the construction of new property, 
and this represents a large item 
of expense. There has been no 
reduction, nor any indication of 
reduction, in the price of these 
essential] articles, in practically 
all of which the labor, freight

Planned by Ball: Magnates; 
Nation al : Commission to | Go 


Chicago, October 18.—Representa- 
tives of every Natidnal league 
baseball club and three American 
league clubs tonight went on rec- 
ord as favoring abrogation of the 
National agreement between pro- 
fessiona] leagues. Resolutions 
adyupted proposed a complete re- 
organization of baseball with the 
national commission abolished and 
a civilian tribunal of three men not 
financially interested in the game 
in complete control. 

The action came after a confer- 
ence lasting more than nine hours. 
The resolutions will be considered 
at another meeting November 8, and 
presented to the meeting of minor 
league officials at Kansas City No- 
vember 9, for their approval, All 
professional leagues will be invited 
to join. with the eleven clubs act- 
fing today in the proposed reorgan- 
ization. 

A statement issued after the 
meeting notified the clubs not rep- 
resented that they have until No- 
vember~* to signify their willing- 
ness to join in the reorganization. 
If they have not come in by that 
time, the statement says, a twelve- 
club league will be formed with- 
out them. .§ The eleven clubs rep- 
resented would be included in the 
league and a twelfth member would 
be chosen from some other city. 


“Go Ahead Without Johnson.” 


Club owners present at the nmreet- 
ing said that if President Ban 
Johnson, of the American league, 
and the five club Owners who have 
always sided with him in baseball 
discussions, did- not care to join 
with the other club owners in the 
proposed reorganization they proba- 
bly would “go ahead without Mr. 
Johnson.” Johnson was not present 
today and the Gleveland, Detroit, 
Washington, St. Louis and Philade!- 
phia American league clubs also 
were not represented. 

President Heydler, of the Na- 
tional league, said the men pres- 
ent felt that Johnson and the oth- 


| ers absent had given them a de- 


cided snub. ft. : 
President Johnson was not in the 

city tonight, but was expected back 

tomorrow or the next day. 


The three American league clubs 
that joined in the reorganization 
proposal are Chicago, New York and 
Boston. They are the same clubs 
that lined up against Johnson last 
winter in the baseball fight. 

The proposed plan of reorganiza- 
tion follows the outline made by 
A. D.. Lasker, stockholder of the 
Chicago National league club. The 
chairman of the proposed tribunal 
would receive a salary Wf $25,000 a 
year and the other members would 
receive $10,000 a year. The tribu- 
nal would be supreme and there 
would be no appeal from its de- 
cisions. The agreement would be 
in force for 25 years. 


Text of Resolution. 


The resolution as adopted follows: 
“Be it resolved: 


“1. That the existing national 
agreement be, and the same is here- 
by abrogated and denounced; 


“2. That the clubs of the Nation- 
al league and such American league 
clubs and such clubs of the Nation- 
al Association of Professional Base- 
ball Leagues, as shall now sign 
their acquiescence in or shall here- 
after sign the agreement hereinaft- 
| er provided for, hereby agree to en- 
ter a new agreement, which shall 
provide for: 

“(a) Board of control, composed 
of three men of national repute (one 
of whom shall be chairman). They 


shall be men ef such business and 
professional experience, in no wise 
financially interested _ in basebali, 
whose characters and reputations 
would be such as to convince the 
public that baseball of the future 
will be conducted in a clean and fair 
manner. 

“(b) That this board of control 
and its chairman shall be selected 
by a majority vote of the clubs of 
the National league and the clubs 
of the American league, who shall 
on or before November 1, 1920, have 
signed their acquiescence in the 
plan provided in these resolutions 
at a meeting hereby called to be 
held in Chicago, IIL, November 8, 
1920. In the selection of the mem- 
pers of such board of control the 
recommendations of the minor 
leagues shall be invited and con- 
sidered. \ 

“(c) That said board of control 
shall be elected for terms ending, 
respectively, December 31, 1925, 
1926 and 1927, and the person se- 
lected for the longer term shall be 
chairman of the board and appro- 
priate provisions shall be inserted 
in said agreement for electing their 
successors. 

“(d) That the salary of the chair- 
man of the board of control shall be 
fixed at not less than $25,000 a year 
and he shall be required to devote 
his entire time to the affairs of the 
board, and that the other members 
of the board of control shall be 
paid not less than $10,000 a year, 
but they shall only be required to’ 
devote such time to the affairs of 
the board as shal] be necessary. 

Poewer of Board of Control. 

“(e) That said board of control 
when selected shall have all the 
powers of the present national com- 
mission and such further powers ag 
may pe thought needful and appro- 
priate by the drafting committee 
hereinafter provided for. 

“(f) Said agreement shall be in 
force for twenty-five years and 
contain appropriate provisions for 
its amendment, 

“9 A drafting committee shall be 
appointed at the meeting November 
8 to meet with a committee to be 
selected by the National Associa- 
tion of Professional Baseball 
Leagues, the duty of which joint 
committee shall be forthwith to 
prepare and submit to all profes- 
sional baseball clubs for signature 
the new national agreement . ere- 
bv provided for. 

“4. All clubs of the National 
league, the American league and 
of the National association are in- 
vited to join the new agreement. 
It is not the purpose of the pre- 
posed reorganization to exclude any 
professional baseball club, but it is 
the purpose of the undersigned 80 
to reorganize the national game 
that the public whose entrance fees 
provide the maintenance of profes- 
sional baseball, shall have every as3s- 
surance that the game is conduct- 
ed in a proper manner. The under- 
signed are convinced that the pres- 
ent organization has utterly failed 
of its purpose and that some new 
organie provisions must be adopted 
for the maintenance of the game. 

“5 The understigned clubs have 
entered into an agreement that in 
the event the proposed organiza- 
tion as provided in the above reso- 
lutions, be not accomplished by the 
acceptance of the proposed plan by 
November 1, 1920, by other clubs 
of the American Jeague, then the 
undersignea shall'+carry out the 
purpeses set forth in these resolu- 
tions ong themselves and inde- 
pendent of .other major league

By Judge Lovett 


Springfield, Ga.:, October’ 18.— 
Judge A. B. Lovett, of the superior 
court of Effingham county, today 
delivered a charge to the grand 
jury that virtually instructed that 
body to see that some one is in- 
dicted and punished for the lynch- 
ing of Phillip Gathers, negro, 
several months ago. Gathers was 
lynched in broad daylight for the 
murder of Anza Jaudon, a young 
girl. 

Touching upon this crime and the 
need for the punishment’ of those 
who committed it, Judge Lovett 
said in goncluding his charge: 

“Officers of the law, represent- 


ing the sovereignty of the state, 
flee from the mob. What a pitia- 
ble spectacle. The state, created 
by the people, in flight, pursued by 
its own creators. Law lessness 
reigns supreme, the security of the 
law becomes a by-word to be 
scoffed at; constitutional guaran- 
tees are by force made vain and 
empty thires. To justify such con- 
duct, some will say that the law is 
technical and too slow; that jus- 
tice may miscarry, and punishment 
be not measurably imposed. Our 
civil laws are administered by our 
own people, and we but indict our- 
selves. What assurance -haye any 
of you that with 
ficiently inflamed.you may not be 
made a victim and your life the 
forfeit, though you be stainless of 
crime, 

“Let us not make a farce of this 
court. 

After the charge of the court the 
grand jury retired. No indictments 
are expected for several days.
